Americans "Watch the War" 



On August 2nd, 1990, the history of the United 
States took a major turn. The nation of Iraq had invaded 
the small oil producing country of Kuwait and threatened 
to take over Saudi Arabia. Concerned with the possibility 
of losing a large supply of oil. President George Bush 
sent troops to Saudi Arabia. This was the beginning of a 
tense path which led up to the Persian Gulf War. 

As students at JHS made plans to return to 
school, thousands of men and women began to go to the 
Middle East in what became known as Operation Desert 
Shield. At first, one of the biggest concerns to many 
students was the rapid rise in gas prices. Instead of 
paying $1.09 or so per gallon of gas, after the tensions in 
the Middle East began to escalate, a gallon cost up to 
$1.45. 

As the next few months passed with more and 
more soldiers called to duty, Americans became intensely 
involved in Desert Shield. For some it meant putting an 
American flag on the front porch and making care 
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packages to send to loved ones in the Gulf. Many 
students began letter writing campaigns to soldiers in the 
Gulf. Others who did not agree with the actions of the 
United States spent their time protesting Desert Shield. 

By the middle of October, the United States had 
over 200,000 troops in the Gulf. It had become 
commonplace for many students to have a friend or family 
member either in the Gulf or waiting to be called to active 
duty. 

November 26, 1990, was a memorable day for 
many people at JHS. This was the day on which students 
and staff left first period classes and headed out to the front 
lawn to watch a parade. This was not just any parade, it 
was a caravan of National Guard Reserves who were on 
their way to Saudi Arabia. For many students, this day 
meant more than just skipping first hour class. Actually 
seeing the soldiers drive by marked the first time many 
students were directly affected by the possibility of war 
For others who already had family or friends in the Gulf, 
it served as a painful reminder of how difficult it had been 
to see them go. 

As students concerned themselves with wrestling 
meets and basketball games, the United Nations Security 
Council was debating whether to set a deadline for Iraqi 
withdrawl from Kuwait. On the last day of November,

from January 16 to February 27 



the UN approved January 15th as the day on which Iraq 
had to be completely out of Kuwait, or force would be 
used to drive them out. 

As students studied for 1st semester exams, the 
country held its breath as the UN January 15th deadline 
approached. While it appeared that an Iraqi withdrawl was 
not a possibility, many clung to the hope that war could 
be avoided. January 16th brought an annoucement from 
President Bush. He told the nation that he had ordered the 
commencement of air attacks, and that Desert Shield was 
to become Operation Desert Storm. The war had begun. 

The patriotic fervor in the United States peaked 
during the Gulf War. Where our news had been primarily 
Desert Shield coverage before January 16th, after war 
broke out, it was not possible to turn on the television 
without hearing about the war. A pastime of many 
Americans became going home and "watching the war." 
Care packages and letters were sent in incredible numbers 
to the Middle East. Songs advocating world peace, such 
as Bette Midler's "From a Distance" sounded out from 
radios. 

The United States dominated Iraq in a matter of 
days. The air attack lasted until Febuary 27 when the 
President launched the ground offensive. Two days later, 
the war was over. Americans savored the victory and 



anxiously awaited the return of the troops. 

April 30th and May 10th were special. These 
two days brought everyone from JHS to the front lawn 
once again as busses of Desert Storm soldiers drove past 
on their way to Camp Dodge. These were much more 
festive occasions than the November 26th parade had 
been. Students cheered and waved enthusiastically at the 
soldiers who were returning home. 

President Bush summed up the patriotic feelings 
of many during a speech made after the war had ended. 
"Americans are a caring people. We are a good people, a 
generous people... We went halfway around the world to 
do what is moral and just and right. And we fought hard, 
and-with others-we won the war. And we lifted the yoke 
of aggression and tyranny from a small country that many 
Americans had never even heard of, and we asked nothing 
in return. We're coming home now, proud, confident, 
heads high... We are Americans."
